Elderly Tax Refund 

More, than 10,000 low-income 
elderly residents have filed appli- 
cations in Maine for rent or tax 
rebates in a program that saw $5.5 
million returned to more than 
26,000 last year. 

The Elderly Householders Tax 
Rent Refund Act, administered by 
the State bureau of Taxation is av- 
ailable to Maine Residents 62 or 
over or an unmarried widow or 
widower 55 or over who is receiv- 
ing federal disability payments and 
who meet the same income guide- 
lines. To be eligible an individual 
must have an income of $5,000 or 
less and couples an income of 
$6,000 or less. The tax or rent 
must have been paid by a state 
resident in 1979. 

Applications aré available from 
the Bureau of Taxation, any re- 
gional office of the Department of 
Human Services, the Area agen- 
eies on Aging, and the Bethel 
Town office, Deadline for filing is 
Oct. 15, 1980. 

Many of the states have institut. 
ed. S0me form of property tax and 
rent relief in the last few years. 
The most popular form of property 
tax relief is called the “circuit 
Breaker” started in 1964. Since 
then, 24 states and the District of 
Columbia have adopted some form 
of “Circuit breaker” property tax 
relief. Most of these states extend 
coverage to renters as well as 
owners of property. 

Property tax “circuit breakers” 
are tax relief programs to help 
ease the tax burden when the 
property tax exceeds a set per- 
centage of household income. The 
circuit breaker generally is a part 
of the state income tax process in 
the form of a tax credit against 
state income taxes, Several states, 
incéluding Maine, administer their 
programs separately and use a va- 
viation of the circuit breaker con- 
cept.

NOTES FROM 


Evans Notch 


White Mountain National Forest 

Autumn has arrived but work in 
the Evans Notch District goes on 
as usual, Intensive wildlife work 
has begun by the Young Adult 
Conservation Corps members. They 
are engaged in fall fertilizing and 
seeding of old logging roads and 
landings to help stabilize the soil 
to prevent erosion and to provide 
food for wildlife in the years a- 
head. 

This is the time of year when 
the acorns and beechnuts have fal- 
len. Squirrels are gathering nuts 
and seeds for their winter stores. 
Insect pests have disappeared. 
While many of the songbirds have 
left for warmer lands to the south, 
blue jays, chickadees and squir- 
rels are among the wildlife that 
make their presence known out-of- 
doors. The clear, sunny days with 
their pleasant temperatures make 
it a great time of year to be alive. 
In the plant world, the asters are 
still with us since these are am- 
ong the latest of all plants to blos- 
som. : 

Campers and hikers should real- 
ize that at night the temperature 
may drop below freezing. It is a 
rule of thumb that the clearer the 
day, the colder the night will be. 
Temperatures fall rapidly as the 
sun sets, and a night in the woods 
for the unprepared may turn out 
to be a very unpleasant experi- 
ence, 


We are now in the midst of the 
fall foliage season. We are often 
asked what causes leaves to change 
color. Green plant leaves contain 
many chemicals, Examples are the 
carotenoids which are yellow, 
brown and orange, and chlorophyl 
which is green, During the sum- 
mer months, the predominance of 
green chlorophy] hides the other 
colors present, Late in the sum- 
mer other compounds known as 
the authocyacins are produced. 
These pigments are red and put- 
Ple but like the cartenoids, are al- 
so hidden by the green chloro- 
phyl, In the autumn as the tree 
prepares for tis winter sleep, its 
maintenance of chlorophyl slows 
down and finally ceases. The 
green color fades from the leaves 
and at the same time another com- 
pound called authocyanin is pro- 
duced, This material is what gives 
the red color to fruits such asred 
apples, purple grapes, blueberries, 
cherries, strawberries and plums. 
With the green gone, the other 
colors are revealed in all their 
brilliance. 

This is National Fire Prevention 
week, Please remember that with 
the dying of the smaller plants and 
the falling of leaves, we enter the 
fall fire season. Frequeritly a cou- 
ple of days of rain will bring the 
leaves down arid on the very first 
day of sunshine these leaves can 
become tinder dry and forest and 
grass fires result. Please be vare- 
ful with all fire—campfires, cigar- 
ets, Matches etc, Be sure they are 
OUT-DEAD-OUT, 

Fire prevention is also a good 
idéa for the Home. With more 
folks burning wood, the danger for 
home fires has increased. Remem- 
ber to inspect your chimney and 
flue for creosote build-up, and in- 
vést in a smoke alarm and fire 
extinguisher. Fire can wipe out a 
family homé, but more important, 
fire can also take a loved one. 

This week has also been desig- 
fated “National Consumer Edu- 
cation Week’, Forest Service re. 
search scientists are working “be- 
hirid the scenes” to make Forest 
products more usable arid less ex- 
pensive to the consuming public. 
Some of the project areas include:
